5.  Aesthetics 

The  Motor  Vehicle  Recycling  and  Disposal  law  and  rule  requires  that 
motor  vehicle  wrecking  facilities  be  screened  from  public  view  such  that 
junked  vehicles,  including  component  parts,  are  not  visible  from  public 
roadways.  The  applicant  has  proposed  shielding  around  the  perimeter  of 
tnis  facility  with  a steel  fence  of  sufficient  height  to  screen  inventory 
material  from  view.  The  fencing  project  has  begun  on  the  southwest  corner 
of  the  facility.  If  continued  in  the  same  manner  around  the  perimeter  of 
the  storage  yard,  the  facility  will  be  screened  in  compliance  with  the 
law.  A license  to  operate  may  not  be  issued  until  the  facility  is  properly 
shielded.

Although  motor  vehicle  salvage  and  recycling  is  only  a portion  of 
the  business  activities  of  this  facility,  successful  operation  of  the 
business  in  general  should  contribute  in  a positive  manner  to  the  above 
stated  criteria.

The  City  of  Butte  has  issued  a local  business  license  for  this  facility. 

The  operation  of  a salvage  business  at  this  location  apparently  does  not 
violate  any  presently  adopted  land  use  zoning  regulations.  Salvage  opera- 
tions in  general,  and  motor  vehicle  wrecking  facilities  specifically,  are 
usually  considered  to  be  heavy  commercial  or  industrial  land  uses.  This 
site  was  previously  the  Great  Northern  railroad  depot.  Adjacent  land 
use  and  business  activities  appear  to  be  primarily  industrial  or  commercial 
in  nature.  No  adverse  impacts  on  the  above  stated  criteria  are  anticipated 
from  licensing  this  business  for  operation  as  a motor  vehicle  wrecking  facility.
